DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 to 6, drawn to a composite material system, classified in class 
524, subclass 492. 

II. Claims 7 to 16, drawn to a core making process, classified in class 249, 
subclass 63. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions Group I and Group II are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) 
the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the product as 
claimed can be practiced with another materially different product such as a non- 
polyvinylpyrrolinone material (polyvinylpyrrolidone) (US 6,325,958).

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group II is not required for Group I, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. It renders undue burden for the examiner to search 
both inventions at the same time. 

6. During a telephone conversation with Rebecca P. Rokos (Registration # 42,109) 
on August 25, 2003 on inventions Group I and II, a provisional election was made with 
traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, claims 1 to 6. Affirmation of this election 
must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 7 to 16 are^'^ 



withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn 
to a non-elected invention. 




7. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected

10. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

1 1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As of the date of this office action, the examiner has not located or identified any 
reference that can be used singularly or in combination with another reference including 
the closest prior art of Lombardi et al. (US 6,325,958 B1 ) to render the present invention 
anticipated or obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

The present invention relates to a material system for preparing a mold core 
used in the fabrication of composite parts comprising: 

A matrix composition for forming the mold core, the matrix composition 
comprising a water soluble thermoplastic binder selected from the group consisting 
of polyvinylpyrrolinone, copolymers of polyvinylpyrrolinone, and combination 
thereof; and 

A finishing composition for smoothing an outer surface of the mold core by 
covering any undesired surface contours or cracks on the outer surface, the finishing 
composition comprising a water-soluble thermoplastic binder and a hardening 
compound. 
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The closest prior art Lombardi et al. (abstract; figure) disclose material system for 
preparing a mold core used in the fabrication of composite parts comprising a matrix 
composition comprising poly(2-ethyl-2-oxazoline) and polyvinylpyrrolidone water soluble 
polymers, and a finishing composition. However, Lombardi et al. are silent on a material 
system comprising a water soluble thermoplastic binder, polyvinylpyrrolinone. Since 
polyvinylpyrrolinone and polyvinylpyrrolidone are structurally different, it would not be 
apparent to one of ordinary skill in art to use the material system teachings in Lombardi 
et al. to obtain the invention of claims 1-6. Further, it would not be apparent to one of 
ordinary skill in art to use the polyvinylpyrrolidone material teachings in Lombardi et al. 
to obtain the polyvinylpyrrolinone inventive element of claims 1-6 because there is no 
teaching that would suggest that polyvinylpyrrolinone would be a suitable material for 
preparing a mold core in the composite fabrication technologies. Therefore, the 
invention of claims 1-6 is allowed. 

In light of the above discussion, it is evident as to why the present claims are 
patentable over the prior art.
